DH. HOGBEN SPOKE 
ON SEHHEORIES 

Delivered Lecture in Biologi- 
cal Building Last Night 

LANTCRN SLIDES 



Illustrated Results of Modern 
Investigation of Theories 
of Heredity 

"Sex Determination" was the sub- 
ject of a. lecture delivered last night 
In the Biological Building by Dr. 
Hogbcn. who continued his Hcrio.-; of 
:«cture8 begun last wiijjk. Ijast night 
Dr. Hogben devoted most of his time 
to the explanation of variation from 
the normal «ex ratio of, 1:1. and a 
.study of intersexuallty in animals. 

Using diagramatic lantern sildov 
the lecturer .ihowed how lethal factors 
are responFlblev^of j^,' th^ 
Ijy. some Wn'ds^rOf l'ÛjSlviiailîals' of . off- 
springs of one predominiLtlng sex. 
This w-as easily to be understood, if 
once on« got rid of the popular idea 
of / heredity being carried on ; as In a 
vacuum Irrespective of circumstances 
attendant on development. 

Turning to the question of Intersex- 
uallty. Dr. Hogen stated that this 
condition Is quite common in frogM, 
though of course it exists, to .a some- 
what les.ser extent, in other animals. 
Frogs frequently chajigc their sex 
during their life, hut n male frog 
which was once ;l fi-malo never pro- 
duces anything but femalos. Tho rea- 
.sons for this and other seeming phen- 
omena were demonstr-ited by the use 
of slides. In Dr. Hogden's words, "The 
male frog enjoyed the erotic equipment 
of a feni.al(- when young, but degen- 
erated into a mere male." An inter- 
esting condition which wa-s Illustrated 
was a case of gynandromorphism, 
which occurs in many insfects as well 
as bullfinches and piica.sants and the 
like. In this case, one side of the 
creature's body has all the characterl- 
tlctH of a male, while the other half 
is female In form . 

Dr. Hogden then spent some time 
dWcussing the recent work of Gold- 
schmidt In his experiments on intcr- 
sexiiallty resulting from local crossing. 
Goldschniidt used the gypsy moth in 
his experiments, us it rcvealti an enor- 
mous number of differences between 
the male and female. The type pro- 
duced depends on the rncuH crossed, 
and the result citii bi; predicted as a 
result of his finding out the order In 
which the sex markings occur rang-

He 
showed with the help of this chart 
how the workers In the Dominion are 
dependent on each other and ultimate- 
ly on -some big corporation with great 
finanrlal power The farmers have to'SJ^I 
rely on the manufacturer . for . thelr.'^^ 
tools, and on the railroad companieato'. 
for their exports. The fishermen ha-^^ 
to look to the manufacturer al«o''ânî^^ 
especially to the canner.s. The worlds.', 
of conimeree and finance .are Intrl- ' 
'•ati'ly interwoven and no single de- 
partment of them can stand alone. 
Teaohers and even professors are dé- 
pendent on some body of men tor their 
salaries and as they must be politic 
they are required to subordinate their 
desires and ambitions to those in 
power. The men who are governing 
the land must seriously consider the 
attitude of the capitalist when carry- 
ing out thoir work. The medical pro- 
fession Is comparatively tree from tho 
influence of money but lawyers have.

^list be reached when this same 
"solf-scoklnB animal" will stop to con- 
sider the lot of his fellows. It he 
finds ho i.f affpclint; lliclr .success of 
(heir happiness in U\s headlonfr, cro- 
tlsical course, he may .sacrifice his 
.,own ends In orodr to benefit Ihein. 
On the ot-her hand he may continue, 
heedless nf all but himself and his 
oAvn ambition.'», 

At a university like AlcUill we 
have numerous examples of both 
types ,lii varying degrees.
